WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nix o n and So v iet Premier 
Alex ei N. Ko sy gin jo ined Thurs­ 
day in v o icing ho pe that a new 
treaty to ban ato mic weapo ns 
fro m the o cean flo o rs will be fo l­ 
lo wed by pro gress to ward curb­ 
ing the nuclear arms race be­ 
tween the two superpo wers. 
Nix o n spo ke at a State De­ 
partment ceremo ny at which 62 
natio ns signed the new seabeds 
treaty . He referred to the U.S.- 
So v iet strat^ic arms limitatio n 
talks—SALT—resuming in Vien­ 
na March 15 and said: 
"We certainly ho pe that they 
will make pro gress.” 


"I can assure all o f tho ae 
gathered here,” he added, "that 
we seek, as do es the So v iet Un­ 
io n and o ther natio ns, an agree­ 
ment there which will r^uce 
the danger o f nuclear war which 
hangs o v er the wo rld and re­ 
duce it by co ntro lling the nu­ 
clear arms bo th as far as the 
So v iet Unio n is co ncerned and 
the United States.” 


In Mo sco w, Ko sy gin to ld a 
seabed treaty signing ceremo ­ 
ny : 


“ We wo uld welco me an agree­ 
ment in the field o f limiting 
strategic armaments.” 


The 
U.S.-So v iet 
strategic 
aims talks hav e made little pro ­ 
gress so far since getting under 
way in Helsiniu in 1969. A majo r 
o bstacle

based in West Ehiro pe fo r the al­ 
lies’ defense sho uld be included 
in a U.S.-So v iet limitatio n.

since So uth Vietnamese tro o ps 
dro v e into Lao s fiv e day s ago . 
Ten o f the helico phn were 
American, with 10 U.S. so ldiers 
killed, two missiiig and six 
wo unded. 
Two 
So uth 
Viet­ 
namese helico pters were sho t 
do wn and the 15 perso ns abo ard, 
including fo ur newsmen, were 
repo rted missing and presumed 
dead. 
Official so urces said U.S. re­ 
co nnaissance teams were o per­ 
ating in Lao s, but o nly o n intelli­ 
gence mis^o ns and were no t 
gro und co mbat tro o ps. They 
added that the reco nnaissance 
teams had been weddng In Law 
fo r y ears and were co ntinuiqg to 
do so . 
The so urces were co mmenting 
o n news repo rts o f American 
so ldiers being seen in Lao s, 
so me wearing So uth Vietnamese 
unifo rms. 
A U.S. Co mmand spo kesman 
declined to discuss any o pera­ 
tio ns o n intelligence-gathering 
but said again that no U.S. 
gro und co mbat tro o ps were in­ 
v o lv ed in the thrust into so uth­ 
ern Lao s. 
Of the eight American heli­ 
co pters sho t do wn since the Lao ­

Inc orrigible Youth 
Propos a l To Se na te 


J EFFERSON aT Y (A P ) — 
A bill seeking a co nstitutio nal 
way to transfer an inco rrigible 
y o uth at a state training scho o l 
to an adult co rrectio nal institu­ 
tio n reached the Senate Thurs- 
<tay - 
It wo uld replace a law the 
Misso uri Supreme Co urt called 
unco nstitutio nal just last Mo n­ 
day . 
The o ld law permitted the 
transfer o n an administrativ e 
basb by the State Bo ard o f 
Ihdniiig Scho o b. But the Su­ 
preme Co urt said that wo uld 
be allo wing the bo ard to do ad- 
m inbtrati^y what the co urts 
^canno t do —send a mino r to an 
adult priso n witho ut a trial as 
an adult. 
The new measure, intro duced 
by Sen. Ike Skelto n, D-Lex ing- 
to n, in behalf o f the adminbtra- 
tio n o f Go v . Warren E. Hearnes 
wo uld hav e the actio ns o f the 
inco rrigible co nsidered by the 
circuit co urt fro m which the 
y o uth was co mmitted o r the cir­ 
cuit co urt in the co unty in which 
the misco nduct o ccurred. 


Then the questo n o f the 
transfer wo uld be up to a cir­ 
cuit co urt. 
Paul Williams, the go v erno r’s 
legal aid, said quick actio n b 
necessary to prev ent a cnsb at 
the bo y s training scho o l in 
Bo o nv ille, Mo . There are abo ut 
40 bo y s no w in adult institu­ 
tio ns in v io btio n o f the Supreme 
Co urt’s ruling. 
In the Ho use, a new bill was 
intro duced to require that any 
newspaper wo uld hav e to giv e 
equal space fo r publicatio n o f an 
o ppo site v iew to o ne the news­ 
paper publbhed as an edito rial. 
The equal space and pro mi­ 
nence wo uld be pro v ided free o f 
charge to o ne citizen’s o ppo site 
v iew o n any edito rial. 
The bill was intro duced by 
Rra. Paul Simo n, D-St. Lo uis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
fM'esidential adv iso ry gro up pro ­ 
po sed Thursday that federal re­ 
gulato ry 
agencies 
be made 
mo re acco untable by thro wing 
them into the v ena o f po litics. 
Under a plan adv anced by the 
President’s Adv iso ry Co uncil o n 
Ex ecutiv e 
Organizatio n, 
the 
co mmissio ns regulating such 
things as transpo rtatio n, co m­ 
municatio ns and trade wo uld be 
replaced by o ne-man adminis­ 
trato rs. 
But the biggest shift, and the 
o ne mo st likely to cause dis­ 
putes, wo uld take mo st o f the 
agencies, technically wards o f 
Co ngress, and place them strict­ 
ly under the president’s thumb. 
Single administrato rs appo int­ 
ed by the president and serv ing 
at hb pleasure wo uld o v ersee 
all regulated functio ns ex cept 
co mmunicatio ns and antitrust 
matters. 
President Nix o n, apparently 
anticipating a ho wl fro m Capito l 
Hill, released the repo rt witho ut 
any co mment o n its merits, say - 
i ^ he wanb full public discus­ 
sio n befo re making any judg­ 
ment. 
The co uncil’s chief criticbm 
o f the present sy stem was that 
regulato ry co mmissio ns are no t 
sufficiently acco untable to any ­ 
o ne fo r their actio ns and v e 
therefo re o ut o f step with the 
times. 


"Plural-beaded 
adminbtra- 
tio n b usually characterized by 
shared po wers, shared respo nsi­ 
bility , and, fo r that reaso n, 
shared indecbio n and unacco un­ 
tability ,” the repo rt said. 


The co mmissio ns, beginning 
with the Interstate C o nferee 
Co mmissio n in 18 8 7 , were de­ 
liberately made auto no mo us in 
an effo rt to insure impartial, 
no npo litical safeguarding o f the 
public’s interests. 


Ho wev er, criticism has v isen 
in recent y ears that the agen­ 
cies hav e slipped fro m ev en ac­ 
co untability to the public and 
are actually serv ing the fo rces 
they sho uld be regulating.

Deaths fro m So uthern Califo r­ 
nia’s shattering ev thquake ap­ 
peared likely to rise abo v e 6 0 
Thursday and damage was esti­ 
mated uno fficially at $1 billio n 
o r mo re. 


Tho usands o f perso ns who se 
ho mes were harmed by Tues­ 
day ’s temblo r o r who were 
ev acuated fro m the area o f a 
leaking reserv o ir dam either 
cam p^ o ut in the unseaso nably 
warm weather o r stay ed at Red 
Qro ss centers in scho o b. 
The to tal o f kno wn dead 
reached 5 5 . Thi^-fiv e bo dies 
had been fo und in the ruins o f 
co llapsed buildings at a v eter­ 
ans ho spital, where three pa­ 
tients and fiv e nurses still were 
missing and fev ed dead. 
Rescuers had giv en up ho pe o f 
finding additio i^ surv iv o rs in 
the wredcage, but late Thursday 
they ex tricated Frank Carbo n- 
v o , a ho spital kitchen emply e 
who had been trapped nev ly 
2 Vs day s. He was repo rted in se­ 
rio us co nditio n and was flo wn to 
ano ther ho spital fo r treatment. 
In Washingto n, the SmaU 
Business Adminbtratio n said 
quake damage was heav ier than 
first ex pected and initial checks 
indicated a lo ss o f mo re than 
$100 millio n to priv ate ho mes, 
business and o ther facilities. It 
added that no t m ^ e than 1 per­ 


so n in 10,000 had quake insur­ 
ance. 
May o r Sam Yo rty said the 
federal go v ernment will be 
asked to reimburse Lo s Angeles 
city and co unty fo r lo sses under 
disaster laws, and added that 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
who inspected the v ea Wednes­ 
day , said he was o ptimistic 
abo ut help. 
In the hard-hit San Fernando 
Valley , clo sest po pulo us area to 
the sho ck’s center, an estimated 
3,000 perso ns slept o n co ts o r 
mats at sev en ev acuatio n cen­ 
ters at high scho o b o r junio r 
highs. No classes were held. 
Others, in co mmunities like 
San 
Fernando 
and 
Sy lmar 
where waUs o f ho mes were 
cracked and utilities were o ut in 
so me dbtricts, slept under the 
stars o r in back y ard tents. 
Temperatures were in the 
high 8 0s during the day , dipping 
into the high 5 0s at night. 
Eighty tho usand peo ple were 
o rdered o ut o f a 20-squv e-mile 
v ea belo w Van No rman Lakes 
dam, the city ’s largest reser­ 
v o ir. The quake shattered the 
co ncrete facing, and po rtio ns o f 
the wall o f co mpressed earth 
that retains the water cracked. 
Officials, fev ing stro ng after­ 
sho cks might cause a flo o d, said 
ev acuees co uld no t return until 
Friday afterno o n when emer- 


gency draining wo uld lo wer wa­ 
ter to a safe lev el. 
Gty and co unty o fficiab co n­ 
tinued an assessment o f damage 
to public and priv ate facilities, 
with many y et to be inspected. 
With preliminary tallies already 
past the $300 millio n mark, the 
co unty engineer’s o ffice said the 
ultimate to tal likely wo uld be $1 
billio n o r mo re. 
With a fo ur-day weekend ho li­ 
day co ming up, Califo rnia High­ 
way Patro l o fficiab predicted a 
" h o r r e n d o u s ” traffic jam 
aro und the west end o f the San 
Fernando Valley where free­ 
way s and o ther ro ads to so me 
mo untain and desert recreatio n 
regio ns were clo sed due to 
crumpling o f pav ing and co l­ 
lapse o f bridges. 
There hav e been daily co m­ 
muter traffic jams, as auto s are 
div erted

streets, 
many o f them damaged to o .

Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
Oil Barons Got Pipeline O.K.

WASHINGTON — The Interior Departinent’f 
Miprov al of the controv ersial SOO-mile Alaskan 
pipeliiie was based not on facts but on oil industry 


So chv fe some of the department’s top 
aeologists, whose v iews not only hav e been ignored 
hut sappresaed. They were firmly muzsled when 
Inlertar gav e its hlesMng on J an. IS to the 
piQUitnirfioii of a hot-oil pipeline across AlaMa’s 


The need for oil, states 
the official announcement, 
outweighed the risk to the 
env iroimient. But the dis­ 
senting ecologists, in a se­ 
cret 38 -page report, con­ 
tended that the oil inter­ 
ests were put ahead of the 
national interest. 
“ The inev itable chronic 
damages and possible cat­ 
astrophic damages to land 
and marine 
resources” 
hav e been all but ignored 
by the department in its haste to satisfy “ the 
country 's 
most 
fav ored 
and 
monopolistic 
indnstry ,” charges the critique. 
Interior's public handout, ex plaining its action, is 
loaded with “ errors in fact, errors in judghient, 
serious material omission. It is more a propaganda 
pleoe in justification of the pipeline than an 
objectiv e 
ex amination 
of 
its 
env ironmental 
consequences,'' contends the report. 
ThKattaWiidlife 
The path of the enormous pipe, which will run 
from Alaska's North Slope to the port of Valdez, 
allegedly threatens the life sty le of Eskimos, 
Imttans, caribou, Canada geese, salmon, seals and 
other Alaskan wildlife. 
“ Quagmires, differential settlement, canal-like 
trench dev atopments, soil slumps, 
drainage 
changes, thermoAarst terrain, roadside ice wedge 
melts, etc., ought to at least be acknowledged in 
the (Interior Department's) summary ,” asserts the 
report. 
The dangers of oil spills, of v alv e failures that 
can't be mended for sev eral day s, of “ sev erance in 
earthquake 
prone 
areas,” 
hav e 
all 
been 
inadequately dealt v rith by Interior, the report 
adds. 
“ Industry claims of a stable, controlled, 
monitored, safe pipeline may be questioned,' 
especially in v iew of the ecologic disasters the 
industry has incurred elsewhere,” it is also alleged. 
Interior has also dealt superficially , say the 
ecologists, with such basic problems as the air 
pollution that will be caused by 
burning, 
pumping stations and electric stations and the

amount of grav el and other materials that will hav e 
to be gouged out of the earth. 
VutaeraMePipciine 
The pipeline’s supporters hav e argued that the 
North Slope would ¿ v e the U.S. a v ital continent 
oil source in time of war. But the suppressed report 
demolishes this argument: “ It is hard to imagine 
any thing more v ulnerable to bombing attacks, 
guerrilla blasting, or internal sabotage than an oil 
pipeline strung out ov er about 8 00 miles of 
wilderness in Alaska.” 
Altemate oil and energy sources are cited in 
Venezuela, the Mideast, in America’s own natural 
gas fields, shale oil lands and off-shore oil deposits. 
The report recommends “ deferred construction of 
the pipeline until a master land use plan has been 
dev eloped in northern Alaska.” 
The document, prepared inside the Bureau of 
Land Management, is so ex plosiv e that officials 
hav e restricted its circulation ev en within the 
Interior Department. 
As it stands now, charge the ecologists, the 
Interior attitude is “ what’s good for the oil industry 
is good for the counfry .”

scheduled by the Interior Department later this 
month in Washington and Alaska. Since the 
department has kept the staff report from being 
made public, we hav e formally submitted our 
anuggM copy to new Interior Secretary Rogers 
Morton for consideration as part of the hearing 
record. 
WatMHUNiWhirl 
Laos S trata — The real reason for the South 
Vietnamese sweep into Laos, as we wrote before 
the border crossing, is to disrupt the Communist 
buildup and spoil a threatened fall offensiv e. 
Intelligence reports warned that the North 
Vietnamese were preparing for a triumphant driv e 
against the dwindlii« American forces. Hanoi 
hoped to score a v ictory , apparently , that would 
make the U.S. withdrawal look like a retreat. As we 
hav e emphasized in the past, the key to President 
Nix on’s strategy is his fear of a Dunkirk-like forced 
ev acuation. This would be not only a military 
humiliation but a political embarrassment for him. 
He, therefore, s e ^ to impair North Vietnam’s 
abdity to stage an offensiv e before the continuing 
withdrawal 
critically 
weakens 
U.S. 
combat 
effectiv eness. 
Space Backscratching — A former space official 
is now cashing in on a program he helped to 
establish. He is J . Robert Porter, J r., who used to 
ov ersee sensor satellite studies for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. He has now 
wound up v rith a $iM,118 contract to conduct one (rf 
the studies. The contract was awarded to his new 
company , Earth SateBite (Corporation, to study the 
potential use o i sensor satellites to help the fishing 
industry find fish.

? A New Attack on

Old Bureaucracy

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The last fiv e U.S. presidents hav e complained, publicly 
or priv ately , they could not control the bureaucracy . 
Once entrenched, continuing from administration to ad­ 
ministration, senior officials are sometimes more the gov ­ 
ernment than the president or Congress. Worse y et, in­ 
competents become frozen in place. 
No official this reporter has talked to in the.past 25 
y ears has suggested Civ il Serv ice be abolished or that 
we resurrect ‘^ o the v ictor belong the spoils” as prac­ 
ticed in earlier day s of this Republic. 
But if elections hav e any meaning, and if a president 
is to be president, then whoev er is in the White House 
—not holdov ers from the past—must be the boss of the 
ex ecutiv e branch. 
And if there is to be efficiency , the president must hav e 
wide lattitude in shifting his top men from job to job. Ad­ 
ministrators must not be locked in place. 
This is the importance of the Federal Ex ecutiv e Serv ­ 
ice Nix on has pr<^>osed to Congress, a proposal that 
would encompass 7,000 supergrade (GS-16 to uS-18 ) gov ­ 
ernment employ es making |2» ,000 to $36 ,000 a y ear. 
Nix on’s proposal may not be the best solution. Congress 
should study it through a microscope. But the concept is 
right. 
The president’s Federal Ex ecutiv e Serv ice would put 
the gov ernment’s supergrade career employ es under 
three-y ear contracts, renewable at the option of the gov ­ 
ernment. These top men could be shifted from post to 
post and from agency to agency . 
Career officials whose contracts were not renewed 
would hav e options. They could rev ert to grade GS-15 (at 
$24,250 to $31,500 a y ear). They could retire with an an­ 
nuity , if eligible, or with sev erance pay . They would con­ 
tinue to hav e Civ il Serv ice protection and appeal rights. 
Their selection would be passed on by a Civ il Serv ice 
qualification board. 
Congress would be wise not to reject this proposal as 
partisan. For the nex t Democratic president will surely 
face the same problems as Nix on. 
This reporter has spent a great deal of time ov er the 
past two decades listening to Democratic and Republican 
political appointees who had the problem of eliminating or 
transferring senior officials who were not performing up 
to standard or who refused to alter their approaches to 
meet the requirements of a new administration. 
Actually , Nix on will benefit less from the proposed FES 
than his successors. The plan, if adopted, will go into ef­ 
fect one y ear after Nix on's signature, and all supergrade 
career employ es on the job will then be offered three-y ear 
contracts. Assuming that it takes Congress nine to 10 
months to pass this legislation, it will thus be almost fiv e 
y ears before appreciable changes are possible. 
The Nix on proposal, in theory , would not open new jobs 
for political hacks. Though the departments and agencies 
nominate men for the superposts, the Civ il Serv ice quali­ 
fication boards mentioned abov e must pass on their 
qualifications. 
Under the new sy stem, as at present, the President has 
the option of filling about 1,750 of the supergrade posts 
with political appointees.

To 
replenish the body 's store of iron, medicine must 
he continued for sev eral months after the anemia is 
corrected. 
Of course, if the cause of the iron deficiency can 
he corrected, that should he done, too. In many 
parts of the world intestinal parasites and poor 
nutrition are at fault. More often iron deficiency 
anemia occurs in chtidhearing-age women. The 
ofify satisfactory way to manage this problem is by 
continuous iron replacement. The amount will v ary 
with the indiv idual. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I wonder if y ou could giv e me 
some information on thy roid conditions. I hav e 
been told I hav e low thy roid and hav e been giv en 
piUs. The doctor say s I most take this medicine 
indefinitely . Is this condition common, and does it 
lead to any thing more serious, or will it activ ate 
unwanted hormones? 
Dear Reader — The thy roid gland is a 
remarkable organ. Within limits, when y ou giv e a 
normal person thy roid pills, the gland just quits 
potting out as much thy roid hormone. The end 
result is that the pill, the decreased secretion of 
thy roid hormone, just meets body requirements. 
This means that small doses of thy roid hormone 
usually do not cause any harm. They can do a 
lot of good. 
Decreased thy roid function leads to a l» ge 
number of sy mptoms, including oily hair and skin, 
constipation, intoleriince to cold and “ inward 
nerv ousneas.” It it often Mamed for obesity but, in 
fact, ov erweigtit problems are usually caused by 
ov ereating and insufficient activ ity or both. 
Nev ertheless, decreased thy roid function can 
cootrUbute to, or cause obesity in some cases. Low 
thy roid function can cause mild anemias and 
leriottsly affect function of the reproductiv e organs 
in both men and women. 
Low thy roid function can be caused by a problem 
in the thy roid gland or sometimes by a failure of 
the small master gland under the brain, the 
pituitary gland, that tends to regulate all the 
endocrine glands. In a few cases there is an 
abnormality in the body cells that makes it 
impossible for them to use thy roid hormone 
efficiently in metabolism. These different causes 
often require different kinds of treatment. 
It is usually true that a person who really needs 
additional th^oid hormone will continue to need it 
the rest of Ms life. Failure to continue to take the 
medicine the doctor prescribes results in a return 
of the original problems.

J AMES WEBB, UM W « e - The article in 
Tuesday ’s Democrat (concerning the refusal of the 
administraton of Smith-Cotton to allow Mr. Eric 
Wright to speak at Smitb-Cotton) was v ery 
interesting. The refusal seems v ery indicativ e of 
the attitudes of the officiali of that school. For a 
number of y ean, the official positions of these 
administraton seem to hav e been adv ocating the 
suppression of any ideology or doctrine that is'in 
conflict with their own. 


Repression of the free speech of certain 
indiv iduals has long been a practice at that school. 
Penalties of aU kinds hav e been used to help “ gag” 
those whose points of v iew hav e not conformed 
with what was judged acceptable. 


Freedom of choice in regard to dress and 
personal appearance was abandoned (with the 
sanction of the school board) last summer — an 
infringement on the rights of the people of Sedalia 
that has thus far been unrealized by all but an 
aware few. The ex tent to which this r^ht has been 
repressed is ludicrous. School boy s hav e been 
refused admission because of the length of their 
hair. Many girls are sent home because their 
hemlines are not the proper length. Students hav e 
ev en been told to leav e because they were not 
wearing sodu. Actions like these raise a v ery big 
question: Is the school more interested in fash­ 
ion than it is in education? 


Now, this. What could be more conduciv e to an 
atmospherS of learning than the presentation of 
v iews, both pro and con, on a topical subject by 
informed persons? Is not a v ital aspect of learning 
the consideration and ev aluation of att sides of an 
issue in order to make an informed judgment? Is 
this aspect of education being neglected by our 
local public schools? 


Perhaps some of our school personnel should be 
reminded that there are some aspects of education 
that cannot he satisfied by tex tbooks alone, and 
that, if the purpose of the educational sy stem in 
this country is to promote and better our way of 
life, some consideration should be giv en to the 
much-used cliche: repression breeds contempt.

DEAR POLLY—I want to tell Ruth th at it takes pa­ 
tience to^ remov e cigarette burns from wood furniture 
but it is really rewarding if y ou treasure y our furniture. 
First, scrape away all th e burned finish with a 
ay all th e burned finish with a paring 
knife with a curv ed blade. Wh en all th e burned finish and 
blackened wood is out, smooth th e spot with fine sand­ 
paper or steel wool. You will h av e to go th rough th e stain 
and th e wood will appear ligh ter. Th en use an oil stain to 
match y our furniture. 
Th e final step is a trick known as French polish ing. 1 
use bandage squares about IMs inch es square or ch eese­ 
cloth about 15 or 20 lay ers th ick. Wet with sh ellac and 
squeeze out any ex cess so pad is soggy and th en pull up 
toe foitf corners of th e pad and h old th em in y our fingers 
to make a round surface. Apply th ree or four drops of 
boiled linseed oil. With a brisk motion, rub into th e spot. 
At first, do not apply too much pressure but, as th e sh el­ 
lac begins to h arden, apply as much pressure as y ou 
would with polish ing wax . 
Keep repeating th is working sh ellac into th e spot and 
around toe edges until it is lev el with th e rest of th e fin­ 
ish . Burns more th an Vk -inch cannot be so treated, as th e 
sh ellac build-up will not fill a really deep h ole but can 
minimize it greatly . If th e first try does not look as y ou 
would like, remov e th e sh ellac with a pad moistened with 
wood alcoh ol and start all ov er again. I h av e used th is on 
my ch erry dining table wh ere my ch ildren scratch ed it 
with toy s and it looks good as new.—MARIE
